“ Only Luke is with me,” Paul wrote. It was dur­ 
ing this second imprisonment that he wrote “the 
pastoral epistles” to Timothy and Titn* 


Among Paul’s last words, written to Timothy 
shortly before he was beheaded under Nero, Paul 
gives us a picture of his 30 years of Christian 
service and of the spirit with which he faced his 
executioners: 
“I have fought the good fight, I 
have finished the course, I have kept the faith; 
henceforth there is laid up for me the crown of 
righteousness. , . .** 


The purpose of these pastoral epistles was to en­ 
courage Paul’* pupils to “carry on” after his 
death—to “maintain good works.” His last words 
were for his friends. 
He asked few favors for 
himself except a cloak to lessen the misery of his 
dungeon and some parchments that he might con­ 
tinue his writings. 


Paul’s dependence now as always was upon the 
Lord Jesus: 
"The Lord stood by me, and 
strengthened me. . . . The Lord will deliver me 
from every evil work, and will save me unto his 
heavenly kingdom: to whom be the glory for ever 
and ever. Amen.”
